A sign service lamp: a vacuum type or gas-filled lamp that has a sufficiently low bulb temperature to permit exposed 
outdoor use on high-speed flashing circuits and that is marketed as a sign service lamp. 


A silver bowl lamp: a lamp that is marketed as a silver bowl lamp and that has a reflective coating applied directly to 
part of the bulb surface that reflects light toward the lamp base. 


A traffic signal module: a “traffic signal module” as defined in the Federal Energy Efficiency Regulations (May 4, 
2001 version). 


A pedestrian module: a “pedestrian module” as defined in the Federal Energy Efficiency Regulations (May 4, 2001 
version).

i. is marketed as a vibration service lamp, 
ii. has a maximum nominal power of 60 W, and 


ili. has a C-5, C-7A or C-9 filament configuration, as illustrated in figure 6.12 of IES’s Lighting Handbook, 9" ed., 
or a similar configuration, with less than five supports. 


A shatter-resistant lamp: a lamp that has an external silicon, polytetrafluoroethylene or similar coating applied for the 
purpose of resisting breakage and preventing glass from reaching the operating environment in the event of breakage 
and that is marketed as a shatter-resistant, shatter-proof or shatter-protected lamp. 


A bug lamp: a lamp that is marketed as a bug lamp and is designed to attract insects. 
A black light lamp: a lamp that is marketed as a black light lamp and radiates predominantly ultraviolet light. 


An infrared lamp: a lamp that is marketed as an infrared lamp and that emits more than 90 per cent of its radiation in 
the 0.7 um to 10 um range of the electromagnetic spectrum.

GREENER DIESEL — RENEWABLE FUEL CONTENT REQUIREMENTS FOR PETROLEUM 
DIESEL FUEL 


PART I 
INTERPRETATION AND APPLICATION 


Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 
“bio-based diesel” means any liquid fuel that, 
(a) is suitable for use in a diesel engine, and 
(b) is derived from biological matter that is available on either a renewable or recurring basis; 
“blended diesel” means a combination of petroleum diesel and bio-based diesel; 
“compliance period” means, 
(a) the period of time beginning April 1, 2014 and ending December 31, 2015, 
(b) the period of time beginning January 1, 2016 and ending December 31, 2016, or 
(c) after the period of time mentioned in clause (b), a calendar year; 
“facility” means, 


(a) a site, vehicle, vessel or other place where a fuel supplier undertakes the manufacture of petroleum diesel or the 
blending of petroleum diesel with bio-based diesel, or 


(b) asite, vehicle, vessel or other place where petroleum diesel is received pursuant to an inter-refiner agreement; 
“fuel supplier” means a person who, in Ontario, 


(a) manufactures petroleum diesel or blends petroleum diesel with bio-based diesel and uses it or sells it at wholesale or 
retail, 


(b) imports petroleum diesel or blended diesel and uses it or sells it at wholesale or retail, or 


(c) acquires petroleum diesel or blended diesel through an inter-refiner agreement and uses it or sells it at wholesale or 
retail; 


“GHGenius model” means version 4.03a or, if a subsequent version is adopted by the Director, the subsequent version of the 
spreadsheet model of that name, made available at one or more websites specified by the Director; 


“greenhouse gas intensity” means the greenhouse gas emissions attributable to a fuel quantified using the GHGenius model 
and expressed in grams of carbon dioxide equivalent emissions per megajoule of energy; 


“import” means to import into Ontario from outside Ontario; 


“inter-refiner agreement” means an arrangement between refiners for the transfer of petroleum diesel or blended diesel, and 
includes arrangements to purchase, sell or exchange petroleum diesel or blended diesel; 


“Northern Ontario” means all those parts of Ontario lying north and west of the Mattawa River, Lake Nipissing and the 
French River, including the Territorial District of Manitoulin; 


“petroleum diesel” means a liquid petroleum fuel that, 
(a) is sold or represented as diesel fuel or as a fuel suitable for use in a diesel engine, 
(b) is subject to evaporation at atmospheric pressure, and 


(c) boils within the range of 130°C to 400°C; 
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“professional engineer” means a person who holds a licence, limited licence, provisional licence or temporary licence under 
the Professional Engineers Act. 


(2) For the purposes of this Regulation, a volume of petroleum diesel or blended diesel is “placed in the Ontario market” 
if a fuel supplier, 


(a) manufactured and used it or sold it, at wholesale or retail, in Ontario; 
(b) imported it and used it or sold it, at wholesale or retail, in Ontario; or 
(c) acquired it in Ontario through an inter-refiner agreement and used it or sold it, at wholesale or retail, in Ontario. 


(3) For the purposes of this Regulation, petroleum diesel or blended diesel is not distributed if it is transferred from one 
refiner to another as the result of an inter-refiner agreement. 


(4) For the purposes of any calculations under this Regulation, if a volume of petroleum diesel or blended diesel is placed 
in the Ontario market more than once, only the fuel supplier that first placed it in the Ontario market shall account for it. 


Application 
2. (1) Parts II, II] and IV do not apply with respect to petroleum diesel or blended diesel that, 
(a) enters Ontario in the fuel tank of a vehicle and that is used to power that vehicle; or 


(b) is in transit through Ontario from a place outside Ontario to another place outside Ontario, if the fact of the transit can 
be established by written evidence. 


(2) Other than clause 7 (2) (d) and section 8, Parts II, HI and IV do not apply with respect to bio-based diesel, blended 
diesel or petroleum diesel that the fuel supplier reasonably expects, at the time of sale, will be used for the purposes of 
generating power in an aircraft or in a furnace or boiler to produce heat. 


(3) Other than section 8, Parts I, III and IV do not apply with respect to blended diesel or petroleum diesel that, 


(a) is manufactured for distribution outside Ontario or destined for distribution outside Ontario, if the fact of the 
manufacturing for distribution outside Ontario can be established by written evidence; or 


(b) is imported to be used in Ontario in scientific research other than marketing research or studies of consumer preferences 
relating to petroleum diesel or blended diesel, if the fact of the use for scientific research can be established by written 
evidence. 


PART II 
BLENDED DIESEL QUALITY STANDARDS 
Quality standards for blended diesel 


3. (1) No fuel supplier shall distribute blended diesel for use or sale in Ontario unless the blended diesel meets the 
standards set out in one of following documents: 


1. Canadian General Standards Board (CGSB) document CAN/CGSB — 3.520-2011 —Automotive Diesel Fuel Containing 
Low Levels of Biodiesel (B1-B5), as amended from time to time. 


2. Canadian General Standards Board (CGSB) document CAN/CGSB — 3.522-2011 — Diesel Fuel Containing Biodiesel 
(B6-B20), as amended from time to time. 


3. Canadian General Standards Board (CGSB) document CAN/CGSB — 3.524-2011 — Biodiesel (B100) for Blending in 
Middle Distillate Fuels, as amended from time to time. 


4. Canadian General Standards Board (CGSB) document CAN/CGSB — 3.517-2013 — Diesel Fuel, as amended from 
time to time. 


5. American Society for Testing and Materials (ASTM) document ASTM — D6751-12 — Standard Specification for 
Biodiesel Fuel Blend Stock B100 for Middle Distillate Fuels, as amended from time to time. 


6. American Society for Testing and Materials (ASTM) document ASTM — D7467-13 — Standard Specification for 
Diesel Fuel Oil, Biodiesel Blend (B6 to B20), as amended from time to time. 


7. American Society for Testing and Materials (ASTM) document ASTM — D975-14 — Standard Specification for Diesel 
Fuel Oils, as amended from time to time. 


8. A set of standards and specifications that is considered by the Director to be equivalent to one of those set out in 
paragraphs | to 7 and that is approved in writing by the Director before the distribution of the blended diesel. 


(2) Ifa fuel supplier seeks approval of a set of standards and specifications for the purposes of paragraph 8 of subsection 
(1), the fuel supplier shall provide the Director with whatever information, including methods and protocols for testing, that 
is required to satisfy the Director that the standards and specifications are equivalent to one of those set out in paragraphs 1 
to 7 of subsection (1).

(3) Compliance with a standard mentioned in subsection (1) shall be determined in accordance with the test methods and 
requirements set out in the standard that is applied. 


PART III 
MINIMUM BIO-BASED DIESEL CONTENT 


Minimum bio-based diesel content 


4. (1) Every fuel supplier shall ensure that the petroleum diesel and blended diesel that it places in the Ontario market 
for the compliance period beginning April 1, 2014 and ending December 31, 2015 contains an Average Adjusted Volume of 
bio-based diesel of at least two per cent calculated in accordance with the compliance formula in subsection 6 (1). 


(2) Every fuel supplier shall ensure that the petroleum diesel and blended diesel that it places in the Ontario market for 
the compliance period beginning January 1, 2016 and ending December 31, 2016 contains an Average Adjusted Volume of 
bio-based diesel of at least three per cent calculated in accordance with the compliance formula in subsection 6 (2). 


(3) Every fuel supplier shall ensure that the petroleum diesel and blended diesel that it places in the Ontario market for 
each compliance period after the compliance period ending December 31, 2016 contains an Average Adjusted Volume of 
bio-based diesel of at least four per cent calculated in accordance with the compliance formula in subsection 6 (3). 


Rules for applying compliance formulas 


5. (1) For the purposes of the formulas in subsections 6 (1) and (2), petroleum diesel that the fuel supplier distributed to, 
from or within Northern Ontario may be deducted from the total amount of petroleum diesel it placed in the Ontario market 
for the compliance periods beginning April 1, 2014 and January 1, 2016, if the fuel supplier, 


(a) elects to deduct the amount in accordance with clause 7 (2) (c); and 


(b) can establish by written evidence that the petroleum diesel was distributed to, from or within Northern Ontario during 
the relevant compliance period. 


(2) For the purposes of the formulas in section 6, a fuel supplier may transfer a portion of the volume of bio-based diesel 
that it placed in the Ontario market during a compliance period from its records and books of account to the records and books 
of account of another fuel supplier for the same compliance period. 


(3) In calculating “y” for the purposes of the formulas in section 6, the fuel supplier shall, 
(a) comply with any written directions by the Director made under subsection (4); 
(b) ensure that a professional engineer is of the opinion that, 

(1) the primary data used to calculate “y” are reasonable, and 


(11) the calculation of “y” is correct. 


(4) The Director may issue written directions as to the manner in which the following types of data are to be input into the 
GHGeniuus model: 


(a) primary data, consisting of quantified values of products, materials or energy flows that enter and leave a production 
process or activity, directly measured, calculated or obtained and based on specific original source measurements; and

“F” is the volume of petroleum diesel and blended diesel that the fuel supplier distributed to, from or within Northern 
Ontario during the compliance period if the fuel supplier has elected under subsection 5 (1), 


“y” is the greenhouse gas intensity of the bio-based diesel that the fuel supplier placed in the Ontario market during the 
compliance period, calculated on a weighted average basis by volume. 


(3) The following formula shall be used to calculate whether a fuel supplier is in compliance with subsection 4 (3) for each 
compliance period after the compliance period ending December 31, 2016: 


Average Adjusted Volume (expressed as a per cent) = [{A [(91.9-y)/64.3] + B—C}/(D+ E)] x 100 
where, 
“A” is the volume of bio-based diesel that the fuel supplier placed in the Ontario market during the compliance period, 


“B” is the volume of bio-based diesel transferred from the records and books of account of other fuel suppliers under 
subsection 5 (2), 


“C” is the volume of bio-based diesel transferred to the records and books of account of other fuel suppliers under subsection 
5 (2), 


“D” is the volume of petroleum diesel that the fuel supplier placed in the Ontario market during the compliance period, 
“E” is the volume of blended diesel that the fuel supplier placed in the Ontario market during the compliance period, 
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y” is the greenhouse gas intensity of the bio-based diesel that the fuel supplier placed in the Ontario market during the 
compliance period, calculated on a weighted average basis by volume.

Compliance reports 


7. (1) On or before March 31 of the calendar year following a compliance period, every fuel supplier shall file a report 
with the Director respecting its compliance with this Regulation in the previous compliance period.

(ec) sufficient information to determine compliance with the requirements of this Regulation and to verify the calculation 
done under subsection 6 (1), (2) or (3).

(3) The report filed under subsection (1) shall also contain the volume and greenhouse gas intensity, calculated on a 
weighted average basis by volume of the bio-based diesel contained in the blended diesel that the fuel supplier placed in the 
Ontario market during each quarter of the previous compliance period.

8. (1) Every fuel supplier shall keep at its principal place of business in Ontario records and books of account with respect 
to each of its facilities in Ontario and each of its transactions in Ontario involving the acquisition, blending, distribution, 
manufacture or use of petroleum diesel, bio-based diesel or blended diesel.

Amending Reg. 720 of R.R.O. 1990 
(MANUFACTURERS’ LICENCES) 


1. Regulation 720 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 is amended by adding the following section: 
3.2 (1) In this section, 


‘farmers’ market” means a central location at which a group of persons who operate stalls or other food premises meet to sell 
or offer for sale to consumers products that include, without being restricted to, farm products, baked goods and preserved 
foods, and at which a substantial number of the persons operating the stalls or other food premises are producers of farm 
products who are primarily selling or offering for sale their own products; 


“production site” means property that is used by a manufacturer primarily for the alcoholic fermentation and production of 
Ontario wine; 


“Vintners Quality Alliance wine” (VQA wine) has the same meaning as in the Vintners Quality Alliance Act, 1999. 


(2) If the holder of a manufacturer’s licence manufactures VQA wine and if the Registrar, under clause 3 (1) (e) of the 
Liquor Control Act, authorizes the manufacturer to sell the wine at an occasional extension of a winery retail store that the 
manufacturer owns and operates at its production site, where the extension is within a farmers’ market, the manufacturer’s 
licence is subject to the following conditions: 


1. The manufacturer shall comply with any authorization of the Registrar relating to the store. 


2. The municipality, if any, in which the farmers’ market is located has not advised the Registrar in writing that it objects 
to the sale. 


3. The manufacturer shall provide the Registrar with notice of the location and dates of the intended sales in advance. 


4. The manufacturer shall ensure that its VQA wine offered for sale at the farmers’ market is transported from the 
manufacturer’s store to the farmers’ market each day and any unsold product is returned to the manufacturer’s store by 
the end of the day. 


5. The manufacturer shall ensure that any sampling that it conducts in conjunction with the sale is conducted in accordance 
with the guidelines on sampling set out in the document entitled “Sampling Guidelines for Liquor Manufacturers”, 
dated July 2012, published by the Registrar and available through the website of the Alcohol and Gaming Commission 
of Ontario. 


6. The manufacturer shall ensure that any person involved in the sale or sampling of liquor holds a certificate demonstrating 
the successful completion of a server training course approved by the Board. 


(3) The document incorporated by reference under paragraph 5 of subsection (2) includes amendments made to the 
document from time to time after Ontario Regulation 98/14 is made. 


(4) Nothing in this section authorizes the establishment or operation of farmers’ markets at which all or a substantial 
number of the products sold or offered for sale are VQA wines. 


Commencement 


2. This Regulation comes into force on the later of May 1, 2014 and the day it is filed.

GENERAL 


“Tanning services” 


1. For the purposes of the Act and this Regulation, “tanning services” does not include tanning services that consist solely 
of spray tanning. 


Identification of individuals to be at least 18 


2. (1) For the purposes of subsection 2 (3) of the Act, an item of identification is prescribed if it includes a photograph of 
the individual, states his or her date of birth and reasonably appears to have been issued by a government. 


(2) Without limiting the generality of subsection (1), the item of identification may be any of the types prescribed in 
subsection (3). 


(3) The following types of identification are prescribed for the purpose of subsection 2 (3) of the Act: 
1. A driver’s licence issued by the Province of Ontario with a photograph of the individual to whom the licence is issued. 
2. A Canadian passport. 
3. A Canadian citizenship card with a photograph of the individual to whom the card is issued. 
4. A Canadian Armed Forces identification card. 
5. A photo card issued by the Liquor Control Board of Ontario. 
Self-tanning 
3. (1) For the purposes of section 3 of the Act, 
“attendant” means an employee who is trained in the proper operation of the device. 


(2) No person who has control and management of an establishment where tanning services or ultraviolet light treatments 
for tanning are sold, offered for sale or provided shall allow the establishment to be operated in contravention of section 3 of 
the Act. 


Advertising 


4. For the purposes of section 4 of the Act, to “direct the advertising or marketing to persons who are less than 18 years 
old” includes, 


(a) with respect to advertising, to direct the advertising so that it, 
(i) is placed in media or other publications that are targeted at persons who are less than 18 years old, 
(ii) employs depictions that are targeted at persons who are less than 18 years old, or 


(iii) is, with respect to persons who are less than 18 years old, false or misleading or likely to create an erroneous 
impression about the health effects or health risks of artificial tanning; and 


(b) with respect to marketing, to direct the marketing so that it, 


(i) is carried on in or at locations primarily intended for use by persons who are less than 18 years old, 
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(11) employs depictions that are targeted at persons who are less than 18 years old, or 


(iii) is, with respect to persons who are less than 18 years old, false or misleading or likely to create an erroneous 
impression about the health effects or health risks of artificial tanning. 


Signs 

5. (1) For the purposes of section 5 of the Act, the following signs must be posted: 
1. One or more point of sale warning signs that comply with subsection (2). 
2. One or more health warning signs that comply with subsection (3). 
3. One or more age restriction and identification decals that comply with subsection (4). 
4. One or more employee reminder decals that comply with subsection (5). 

(2) Point of sale warning signs must, 

(a) be in the form and size specified in Schedule A and contain the information provided for in that Schedule; 


(b) be displayed within one metre of each cash register where tanning services or ultraviolet light treatments for tanning 
are sold; and 


(c) be unobstructed and readily legible to prospective customers. 
(3) Health warning signs must, 
(a) be in the form and size specified in Schedule B and contain the information provided for in that Schedule; 


(b) be displayed within one metre of each piece of equipment used to provide tanning services or ultraviolet light treatments 
for tanning; and 


(c) be unobstructed and readily legible to individuals before they use the equipment. 

(4) Age restriction and identification decals must, 

(a) be in the form and size specified in Schedule C and contain the information provided for in that Schedule; and 
(b) be placed, 


(1) immediately above or in close proximity to the handle on every entrance door of the establishment where the 
treatments or services are provided or, if the entrance door does not have a handle, in the middle of the door, 


(ii) if the door is not visible when the establishment is open for business, within one metre of each entrance, and 
(iil) in a manner that is unobstructed and readily legible to individuals who are approaching the establishment. 
(5) Employee reminder decals must, 
(a) be in the form and size specified in Schedule D and contain the information provided for in that Schedule; and 
(b) be unobstructed and readily legible to staff working at points of sale. 
Protective eyewear 
6. (1) For the purposes of the Act and this Regulation, 


“protective eyewear” has the same meaning as in Part XI (Tanning Equipment) of Schedule II to the Radiation Emitting 
Devices Regulations (Canada). 


(2) For the purposes of section 6 of the Act, protective eyewear, 


(a) must meet the standards set out in Part XI (Tanning Equipment) of Schedule II to the Radiation Emitting Devices 
Regulations (Canada); 


(b) must be capable of securely covering the eyes of the individual to whom it is provided; and 


(c) in the case of previously used protective eyewear, must be cleaned and disinfected between uses with an appropriate 
disinfectant and used in accordance with the manufacturer’s instructions. 


(3) Every person who sells or provides tanning services or ultraviolet light treatments for tanning to an individual shall 
ensure that the individual, at the time when he or she is provided with protective eyewear under section 6 of the Act, is, 


(a) advised as to the purpose of the protective eyewear; and 


(b) instructed in the use of the protective eyewear. 
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(4) If an individual who is to receive tanning services or ultraviolet light treatments for tanning provides his or her own 
protective eyewear, the person providing the services or treatment shall ensure that the individual is instructed in accordance 
with clause (3) (b). 


Commencement 


7. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 10 of the Act comes into force and the day it is 
filed.

Amending O. Reg. 196/11 
(ABIBOW CANADA INC. PENSION PLANS) 


1. The title of Ontario Regulation 196/11 is amended by striking out “AbiBow Canada Inc.” and substituting 
“Resolute FP Canada Inc.”. 


2. (1) The heading preceding section 5 and subsection 5 (1) of the Regulation are revoked and the following 
substituted: 


FRAMEWORK FOR FUNDING RELIEF 
Overview of contributions and other payments to the Ontario pension plans 


(1) The employer is required to make the following contributions to each Ontario pension plan in accordance with this 
Regulation: 


1. Annual basic amortization contributions to the pension plan, as described in section 7. 


2. An additional contribution to the pension plan for the period that begins on July 1, 2013 and ends on June 30, 2014, 
as described in section 7.1. 


3. Supplemental contributions to the pension plan beginning in 2016, in the circumstances described in section 9 and as 
described in that section. 


4. Special contributions to the pension plan with respect to a reduction before April 15, 2014 in the employer’s pulp and 
paper production capacity in Ontario or Quebec, as described in section 11. 


(2) Subsection 5 (4) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “Despite sections 6 to 14” at the beginning and 
substituting “Despite sections 7 to 14”. 


3. Section 6 of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
Joint election to defer certain contributions 


6. (1) The administrators of all of the participating Ontario pension plans may jointly file an election with the Superintendent 
to defer the payment of certain contributions. 


(2) The joint election must be filed before May 15, 2014 and it cannot be withdrawn. 


(3) If the joint election is filed in accordance with this section, the employer is required after April 14, 2014 to make 
deferred contributions in accordance with this Regulation to each Ontario pension plan, as described in sections 16 and 17. 


(4) If no joint election is filed in accordance with this section, the employer’s obligation after April 14, 2014 to make the 
contributions required by section 8, as it read on April 14, 2014, and to take the corrective measures required by sections 15 
and 16, as they read on April 14, 2014, is not affected by the revocation of those sections. 


(5) If no joint election is filed in accordance with this section, the employer’s obligation after April 14, 2014 to give the 
Superintendent the notices and actuarial cost certificates required by section 16, as it read on April 14, 2014, is not affected 
by the revocation of that section. 


(6) If no joint election is filed in accordance with this section, the employer’s obligation after April 14, 2014 to give the 
Superintendent information and documents upon request under section 25, as it read on April 14, 2014, is not affected by the 
revocation of that section. 


(7) If no joint election is filed in accordance with this section, the employer’s obligation after April 14, 2014 to prepare 
and file the reports required by section 31, as it read on April 14, 2014, is not affected by the amendment of that section. 


4. The Regulation is amended by adding the following heading before section 7: 


ANNUAL Basic AMORTIZATION CONTRIBUTIONS 
5. Subsection 7 (4) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
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(4) The amount of the annual basic amortization contribution that must be made to a particular participating Ontario 
pension plan under this section for a particular month during the 12-month period is calculated using the formula, 


Ax B/C 
in which, 
“A” is $4,166,667 for any month before July 2014 and is $6,666,667 for any month after June 2014, 
“B” is the amount of the adjusted solvency deficiency of the plan as of the applicable valuation date, and 
“C” is the sum of the adjusted solvency deficiencies for every participating pension plan as of the applicable valuation date. 
6. The Regulation is amended by adding the following section: 
Adjustment to basic amortization contribution for 2013-2014 


7.1 (1) The employer (or a person or entity required to make contributions on behalf of the employer) shall make the 
contribution that is required by this section to each of the participating Ontario pension plans with respect to the 12-month 
period that begins on July 1, 2013 and ends on June 30, 2014. 


(2) The amount of the contribution that must be made to a particular participating Ontario pension plan with respect to this 
period is calculated using the formula, 


$45 million x D/E 
in which, 
“D” is the amount of the adjusted solvency deficiency of the plan as of December 31, 2012, and 
“R” is the sum of the adjusted solvency deficiencies for every participating pension plan as of December 31, 201 7a 
(3) The contribution to a particular participating Ontario pension plan must be paid no later than June 30, 2014. 
7. Section 8 of the Regulation is revoked. 
8. The Regulation is amended by adding the following heading before section 9: 


OTHER CONTRIBUTIONS AND PAYMENTS 


9. (1) The definition of “J” in paragraph 2 of subsection 9 (1) of the Regulation is revoked and the following 
substituted: 


“J” is the sum of all monthly basic amortization contributions under section 7 that were made during the previous 
year to all participating pension plans. 


(2) Paragraph 2 of subsection 9 (13) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


2. Determine the sum of the payments of unfunded commuted value made during the year from the pension plan, which 
is an amount equal to the sum of the transfer deficiencies that are transferred during the year from the pension plan, 


i. excluding any transfer deficiencies paid from the pension plan during a year when the latest annual report 
indicates that the pension plan has a transfer ratio of one or more, and 


ii. excluding any transfer deficiencies funded through contributions made to the pension plan that are in addition to 
the contributions required under this Regulation. 


10. Subsection 10 (2) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


(2) The amount of the aggregate supplemental contribution to be made with respect to a year in which section 9 applies is 
the greater of zero and the amount calculated using the formula, 


V-W 
in which, 


“Vv” is the sum of all payments made in the previous year from every participating pension plan for unfunded benefits, as 
determined under subsection 9 (13), and 


“W” is the sum of all basic amortization contributions made during the previous year to every participating pension plan. 
11. (1) Subsection 11 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding at the end “before April 15, 2014”. 
(2) Subsection 11 (4) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “before 2020” in the portion before the formula. 
(3) Subsection 11 (6) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “before December 31, 2020”. 
12. (1) Subsection 14 (3) of the Regulation is revoked. 
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(2) The definitions of “Z” and “AA” in subsection 14 (4) of the Regulation are revoked and the following substituted: 


“Z” is the amount of the adjusted solvency deficiency of the particular pension plan as of December 31 of the previous 
year, and 


“AA” is the sum of the adjusted solvency deficiencies of all participating pension plans as of December 31 of the previous 
year. 


(3) Subsection 14 (5) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “within 30 days after the report is filed” at the 
end. 


(4) Section 14 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(6) For the purposes of the definition of “B” in subsection 5 (16) of the General Regulation, the total amount of contributions 
does not include a voluntary contribution made to a participating Ontario pension plan under this section if the contribution 
is required under an agreement referred to in section |. 


13. The heading preceding section 15 and sections 15, 16 and 17 of the Regulation are revoked and the following 
substituted: 
TRANSITION FOR DEFERRAL OF CONTRIBUTIONS 
Transition, annual reports 
15. (1) This section applies if a joint election is filed in accordance with section 6. 


(2) No later than June 30, 2014, the administrator of each participating Ontario pension plan shall file an annual report for 
the pension plan, prepared with a valuation date of December 31, 2012, that complies with the requirements of subsection 31 
(3) as it read on December 31, 2012. 


(3) No later than June 30, 2014, the administrator of each participating Ontario pension plan shall file an annual combined 
report about all of the pension plans, prepared with a valuation date of December 31, 2012, that complies with the requirements 
of subsection 35 (4) as it read on December 31, 2012. 


(4) The annual report required by subsection (2) and the annual combined report required by subsection (3) must also 
contain the information required by subsection 31 (3), as it reads on April 15, 2014, with respect to the contribution required 
by section 7.1 and the deferred contributions required by sections 16 and 17. 


Deferral re: additional contribution 
16. (1) This section applies if, 
(a) a joint election is filed in accordance with section 6; and 


(b) the annual combined report filed under subsection 15 (3) discloses that the aggregate solvency ratio as of December 
31, 2012 for all participating pension plans is less than the target aggregate solvency ratio as of the same date.

(6) An approved agency that is not a community care access centre and that provides or arranges for the provision of 
homemaking services, personal support services or professional services to persons with acquired brain injuries is exempt 
from the provisions of this Regulation with respect to those services. 


(7) When a community care access centre determines that a person who requires personal support services should receive 
these services from an approved agency that is not a community care access centre, the community care access centre may 
refer the person to such an approved agency, and the community care access centre is exempt from section 22 of the Act in 
respect of that person.

3. The conditions set out in paragraphs 1, 2 and 4 of subsection 6 (1) are satisfied for the load facility for the applicable 
adjustment period. 


4. The consumer’s maximum hourly demand for electricity for the load facility in a month from the licensed distributor 
exceeds an average of 3 megawatts but is less than or equal to an average of 5 megawatts for the applicable base 
period. 


(2) Subsections 6.1 (3) and (5) apply, with necessary modifications, with respect to the consumer and the load facility. 


(3) Aconsumer may elect to be a Class A consumer in respect of a load facility for an adjustment period commencing on 
or after July 1, 2015 by giving written notice of the election to its licensed distributor no later than June 15 of the calendar 
year in which the adjustment period begins, together with information to establish that the consumer satisfies the requirement 
described in paragraph 2 of subsection (1). 


(4) An election in respect of a load facility is revoked for an adjustment period (the “applicable adjustment period”), and 
the election has no further effect with respect to any subsequent adjustment period, if any of the following circumstances 
exist: 


1. The consumer has elected under section 19 to be a Class B consumer for the applicable adjustment period. 


2. During the applicable base period for the applicable adjustment period, the load facility ceases to be identified by a 
NAICS code described in paragraph 2 of subsection (1). 


3. The consumer’s maximum hourly demand for electricity for the load facility in a month from the licensed distributor 
does not satisfy the condition described in paragraph 4 of subsection (1) for the applicable base period.

The maximum hourly rates applicable to accidents occurring before June 1, 2014 continue 
unchanged. For example, the rates applicable to accidents occurring on or after September 1, 
2010 and before June 1, 2014 continue to be governed by Superintendent’s Guideline No. 03/10. 


Insurers are not prohibited from paying above the maximum hourly rates established in this 
Guideline. 


Collateral Benefits 


In respect of any expense referenced in this Guideline, the amount which an insurer would 
otherwise be liable to pay is subject to reduction by that portion of the expense for which payment 
is reasonably available under any insurance plan or law or under any other plan or law. 


Administration Fees 


The hourly rates referred to in s. 19 (2) (a) of the SABS and this Guideline include all 
administration costs, overhead, and related costs, fees, expenses, charges and surcharges 

that have the result of increasing the maximum hourly rates. Insurers are not liable for any 
administration or any other charges or surcharges that have the result of increasing the effective 
hourly rate beyond what is payable under this Guideline. 


Maximum Fees 


Automobile insurers are not liable to pay for expenses related to attendant care costs rendered to 
an insured person that exceed the maximum hourly rates set out below.
